G*S,R, 71(E>,^Tn exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Essential Com¬ 
modities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby make the followina 
Order, namely:— 

1, %c»rt tltte and commencemenl;.—(1) This Order may be called the Paraffin Wax 
(Supply, Distribution and Price Fixation) Order, 1972 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette, 


2. Definitions.—In this Order unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘‘competent authority” means any person or authority authorised by the State 

Government by notification In the Official Gazette to exercise the powers 
and to perform thy; functions of the competent authority under this Order 
for such area as may be specified in the notification; 

(b) “dealer” means any person carrying on dn‘ectly or otherwise the business of 

sale, or storage for purposes of sale, of paraffin wax, whether wholesffie or 
retail, or whether in conjunction with any other business or not, and 
Includes his representative or agent;

(c) ^'declared price” means the price declared under clause 3; 

(d) "‘paraffin wax" includes match wax; 

(e) “producer” means a person carrying on the business of productiem of paraffin 

wax. 

3. Fixation of declared price of paraffin wax —(1) The State Government may. from 
time to time, by notification in the Official Gazette, fix the declared price of paraffin wax 
cither for the whole State or for different areas thereof and different prices may be fixed 
for different kinds of paraffin wax. 

(2) While fixing the declared price of paraffin wax under sub-clause (1), the State 
Government shall have regard to the following factors, namely:— 

(i) ex-reflnery price as fixed by the producer; 

(ii) transportation charges from refinery to the pl'tCc of sale by ibe route mos, 

economical by rail and, with respect to places not connected by rail, by 
rail-cum-road or by road, as the case may be; 

(iii) cartage, storage and other handling charges not covered by item (ii); 

(iv) commission authorised by the distributing companies specified in the Schedule 

appended to this Order; 

(v) such other factors as the State Government considers necessary in the 

circumstances of the case 

4. Paraffin wax not to he sold at a price in excess of the declared price.—On and 
from such date as may be notified by the State Government in this behalf in the Official 
Gazette, no dealer shall sell or cause to be sold paraffin wax to any person at a price 
in excess of the declared price. 

5. Paraffin wax not to be sold except under an allotment order Isaned by the competent 
authority. —No dealer shall sell or cause to be sold paraffin wax to any person except in 
pursuance of an allotment order issued to such person by the competent authority of the 
area in which the dealer has his place of business nor shall the dealer sell or cause to bo 
sold paraffin wax in excess of the quantity specified by the competent authority in the 
allotment order. 

6. Persons in possession of paraffin wax to make declarations.—(1) Every person 
possessing paraffin wax in any quantity whatsoever except in the capacity of a dealer or a 
producer or in consequence of an allotment order issued by the competent authority or as 
a bona fide transporter transporting paraffin wax on behalf of any producer or dealer or 
allottee shall— 

(i) in the case of a person possessing paraffin wax immediately before I he com¬ 
mencement of this Order, within fifteen days of such commencement; and 

(li) in the case of any other person, within fifteen days of the coming into possession 
of the paraffin wax; 

make a declaration in Form A ^pended to this Order to the competent authority of the 
fact of possession of such paraffin wax. 

(2) No person possessing paraffin wax except in any of the capacities referred to in 
sub-clause (1) shall dispose of such paraffin wax, whether by way of sale or otherwise, 
except under and in accordance with a permit issued in this behalf by the tompetent 
authority. 

1 . Deftlerv of paraffin wax to b© licensed,—No person shall carry on the business of a 
dealer except under and in accordance with the terms and conditions of a valid Itdenco 
granted to him under this Order. 

8. Applicatloii for grant of licence. —(1) Any person desiring to carry on the business 
of a deifier may make an application in duplicate for the grant of a licence to the 
competent authority in Form B appended to this Order together with a fee of rupees 
twentyffivo. 

(2) The competent authority may, after making such inquiry as it deems fit, either 
grant or refuse to grant the licence. 

(3) Where the competent authority refuses to grant a licence, it shall record the a‘nsons 
for so doing and a copy of the reasons so recorded shall be communicated to the applicant. 
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(4) every Uccace grafted under this Order shall be in Form' ^'appended to ftis Order. 

(5) Every licence granted under this Order shall be valid for a period of three veara 

of. of the licence and may be renewed for a like wriod 
on an application therefor being matlo. 

^ipplicalion for renewal of a licence shall be accompanied by the licence 
which js nought to be renewed together with a renewal fee of rupees twenty-five and it 
shall be made not less than thirty days before the date of expiry of the licence which ia 
M)ugfit to be renewed. 


9. CancellaHou of licences.—The competent authority may, without prejudice to any 
in/I i^ taken against a dealer under he Essential Commodities Act. 

^ by order in writing cancel a licence for breach of any of the terms 

and conditions of the licence or for contravention of any of the provisions of this Order 
and a copy of the order shall be communicated to the dealer: 

Provided that no licence shall be cancelled under this clause unless the dealer has 
been given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in the matter. 

It). Appeal,—^Any person aeericved by an Order made by the competent authority 
under clau.se 8 or under clause 9 may, within thirty days of the receipt of a copy of the 
order by him, prefer an appeal to the State Government and the State Government may 
after giving the applicant an opportunity of being heard, confirm, reverse or modify such 
order* 

11. Power of Central Government to Issue directions regarding production, etc., of para¬ 
ffin wax.—^l"hc Ccniral Government may, from time to time, by general or special order, 
issue to any producer such directions as it considers necessary regarding the production, 
maintenance of stocks, storage, sale, grading, packing, weighment, disposal, delivery or 
distribution of any kind of parallin wax and upon the issue of such directions such pro¬ 
ducer shall be bound to comply therewith. 

12. Paraffin wax not to he transported except under permit.—The Central Government 
niay, by general or special order, direct that no person ^hall transport or offer or accept 
for trans’port, whether by road or rail or water or air, any kind of paraffin wax from 
one Slate to another cxcenl under a general or special permit issued by it ‘n this behalt. 

13. Submtssion of retarus to competent author^. —(1) Every dealer shall submit to 
ttkc competnt authority a fortnightly I'eport regarding the stocks of paraffin wax received, 
sales of paraffin wax effected and the names and address of persons to whom such sales 
were effected. 

(2) The return, for the first fortnight fiball be submitted on the twentieth of the month 
to which the fortnight relates and the return for the second fortnight shall b© submitted 
before the fifth of the month immediately succeeding the month to which the fortnight 
relates. 


14. Display of certain particulars.—Every dealer shall cause to be permanently dis¬ 
played on a special board to be maintained for the purpose at or near the entrance of tho 
place of sale showing— 

fa) the varieties of paraffin wax held by hirn from time to time in stock for ready 

delivery and the quantities thereof; 

fb) the declared price of each such variety of paraffin wax; and 

(c) the price at which he propo.ses to sell each such variety of paraffin wax. 

15. Dealers not to refuse to sell paraffin wax In pursuance of an allotment order from 
the competent authority. —No dealer shall refuse to sell any paraffin wax which he is re¬ 
quired to sell in pursuance of an allotment order issued by the competent authonty. 

16. Fersous purchasing paraffin wax to utUIse the paraffin wax for the purpose for 
which It was purchased, —'No person purchasing paraffin wax in pursuance of tm al^tmtmt 
order issued by the competent authority shall utilise such paraffin wax other than for tho 
purpose for which such paraffin wax wa*s directed to be sold and efvery such person shall 
submit a report to the competent authority regarding the utilisation of the paraffin wax 
purchased by him, within such period as may be directed by the competent authpnty. 

17. Power otf entry, search aii-d seizure*—(1) Any officer authorised by the State Gov¬ 
ernment by a general or special order in this behalf may, with a view to securing com- 
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pHance with the provislaiM) of this Order or to satisfying himself that the provisions of 
this Order have been complied with an witli such assistance, if any, as he thinks At— 

(1) enter, inspect or break open and search any place or premises, vehicle or 
vessel which he has reason to believe has been, or is being, used for the 
contravention of any of the provisions of (his Order; and 

6‘i) scareh, seize and remove stocks of paraffin wax and the animals, vehicles, 
vessels or the conveyances used in carrying the paraffin wax in contravention 
of any of the provisions of this Order and thereafter take or authorise the 
taking of aU measures necessary for securing the production of the said 
Lstocks and the animals, vehicles, vessels or other conveyance so seized in a 
court and for their safe custody pending such production. 

(2) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 
'5 of 1898) relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to searches and 
leisures under this Order.
